Lincoln County Taxation. 


The Pioohe Journal of last Bator-

CHIEF JUSTICE OF UTAH.—The 


President on Monday nominated ox- 
Congressman Coghlan, of California, 
to be Chief Justice of the Supreme 
Court of Utah, the nomination of 
Alexander White being withdrawn. 
All the Republicans of the Pacific 
Coast delegation in Congress recom- 
mended Coghlan's appointment, es- 
pecially on account of his familiarity 
with the laws relative to mining and 
land questions, which constitute the 
bulk of litigation west of the Rocky 
Mountains. 


NOW IS TUB TIME. 


A dispatch from Washington states 


that on Monday a decision was pro- 
nounced by the Supreme Court of 
the United States to the effect that 
the law of California which forbids 
the immigration of improper persons 
from China is in contravention of the 
law of the United States, and is there- 
fore null and void. This sustains the 
decision of Justice Field in the case, 
and is particularly to be deplored by 
all on this coast. The San Francisco 
•Chronicle, on hearing this, very aptly 
remarked: 


Unless Congress shall immediately

Line street, both on the east aud 
west sides of the street. About 7 
o'clock the fire crossed Line street, 
sparks and timbers being carried 
three-quarters of a mile up the street, 
and the houses and stores along the 
road were burned.

scenes were witnessed, and bands of 
negro robbers sacked every house to 
which they gained access. 


LATER—This morning Major Gun- 


uington took command, and some 
order was restored. By half-past 10 
the fire had burned itself out. Hun- 
dreds of persons are homeless and 
penniless. The loss is at least half a 
million, and very little insurance is 
reported.

north of tho race course; on the east 
tho South Carolina rai'w'ay; on the 
west St. Phillips and Percy streets.
